In  this  regard,  I would  appreciate  if  you  could  transmit  to  the 
authorities  in  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee,  particularly 
those  in  the  Subcommittee  on  the  Western  Hemisphere,  the  hopes  and 
will  of  the  members  of  the  (Argentine  Senate's)  U . S . -Argentine 
Friendship  Caucus  to  strengthen  the  political  ties  and  the 
parliamentary  friendship  bonds  between  our  two  countries. 

I believe  that  personal  contacts  between  members  of  both 
institutions  will  be  of  great  help  in  different  issues  that  interest 
us  and  will  also  help  start  new  future  projects  in  this  new  stage 
that  begins. 

In  counting  on  your  valuable  help  for  this,  I look  forward  to 
receiving  any  suggestions  to  follow-up  on  this  new  impulse  on  behalf 
of  our  bilateral  relations.
